A Desperate Evccounter. 

Fort Doper, Iowa, Aug. 28.—Frank 
Roberts of Rancroft, a small town 
north of here, tells a strange story of 
a desperate encounter with a mysteri- 
ous wild animal on the banks of the 
Des Moines river. On Saturday while 
Roberte was hunting for bis calves, he 
was attacked by a ferocious animal 
Avcording to his account the animal 
bore a resemblence of a panther. kt 
sprang upon him from a bunch of 
weeds on the edge of an adjoinfug 
slough, clearing ten feet at the first 
bound, knocking him down and cover- 
ing his whole face with its enormous 
mouth, displaying at the same time 
huge set of blunt, yellow teeth. He 
says the animal was about six feet 
long, heavy in front, but slim: through 
the flank. It was of a yellow-gray 
color, with black streaks over the eyes. 
The neck was thick, and the head 
nearly as large as a cow’s. He said 
the combat lasted nearly an hour, dur- 
ing which time he walked backward: 
in front of the ferocious beast for over 
eighty yards. He was knocked down 
several times by the beast, but suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself from its 
yrasp every time. Roberts called 
loudly for belp, and was heard for over 


half a mile. Help came none too soon, 
for he was nearly exhausted, The an- 
imal escaped into the woods.

Vinalhaven, Maine, claims to have 
produced the largest stone ever brought 
to light. The Bodwell Granite Con- 
pany recent!y quarried a shaft of gran- 
ite which is the largest piece of stone 
ever quarried anywhere, and, if erected, 
will be the highest, largest and heaviest 
piece of solid stone standing, or that 
ever stood, so far as any record can be 
found.

IN A ROMAN CONVENT. 
The Life of Motul: and Lay -Brothers De- 
scribed by Dr. Parkman. 


The lay-brother appeared at day- 


break, and told me that in fifteen min- 
utes I was to join the Italians in retreat, 


and go with them to mass, writes Dr. 


Francis Parkman, in Harper's Magazine. 
The mass was followed by another ser- 
mon, after which we were al] summoned 
to coffee in the room where we had 
taken tea the evening before. The re- 
Bunke abroad, and I 
found u ‘an ob of curious atten- 
tion. 

After coffee we were dismissed to our 
chambers for an hour, and then listened 
to another sermon in the chapel. This 
consamed the morning till - eleven 


o'clock, when à bell rang for dinner, 


and monks and laymen together moved 
in solemn procession to the refectory. 
The monks went first, the Superior at 
their head, then followed the laymen, 
and while the procession was forming 
in the corridor they all kept up the dis- 
mal, unintermitted chanting. The re- 
fectory was a long, high, dimly-lighted 
hall. A table of bare wood was 
stretched across the farther end for 
the dignitaries of the convent, and 
was continued down both sides. Here, 
on right and left, sat the rest of the 
monks, forty or fifty in number, and the 


| laymen sat below them;iearer the door. 


The seats were wooden benches, placed 
on the inner side of the tables only. On 
the wall over the heads of the dignita- 
ries was a fresco of the Last Supper, as 
usual in refectories, while on the side 
walls hung grim pictures of saints with 
upturned eyes and palms pressed to- 
gether. High up, near the ceiling, was 
a small pulpit. The entire hall was 
whitewashed above and panelled with 
oak below. 

At the head of the tables stood the 
Superior, who was General of the whole 
order, a tall, portly man with a stern 
and austere countenance. The monks, 
motionless and in dead silence, stood 
ranged on right and left, robed in black 
from head to foot, and wearing on the 
breast the badge of their order—a heart 
surmounted by a cross. Their harsh, 
cade orous faves bespoke the rigor of 
the’, discipline, which is extremely se- 
vos When all were in their places 
tue Superior raised his finger, and the 
whole assemblage broke out into an- 
other chant. When at last it was ended 
the finger was raised again, and all took 
their seats. Not a word was spoken; 
but a monk entered the pulpit froma 
narrow door in the wall, and in drawl- 
ing, monotonous tones read a Latin ser- 
mon, which lasted throughout the meal. 

He had hardly begun when a file of 
lay-brothers entered, each carrying a 
receptacle formed of three trays, one 
above the other, connected by an up- 
right wooden rod, and holding a great 
number of bow!s and small dishes. The 
monks were served first. Before them 
were set bowlsof a dismal-looking veg- 
etable soup, along with dishes of dried 
pease boiled whole, and swelled to a 
wonderful size by the process. Each 
then drew a cup, a fork and a wooden 
spoon from a drawer in the table, and 
with a rueful countenance proceeded to

We of the iaity fared better, being 
served with rice, eggs, fish and dried 
fruit. The Italians seemed little edi- 
fied by the Latin sermon, which few of 
them could have understood. The meal 
was followed by a prayer, with low re- 
sponses from the monks, after which 
they all filed off through the dim gal- 
leries to thoir dens, looking like living 
originals of thedreary portraits ranged 
along the walls. 

When I had got to my chamber and 
was refreshing myself with the Pio- 
neers, one of them came in to convert 
me.

It is now generally conceded that 
Kingsley, the conductor of the run- 
away train that caused the Cascade 
disaster, was out with a flag at the 
time the cars started down grade, and 
boarded the train while it was under 
headway, and was killed by being 
struck by the shed timbering while 


running along on the top of the box 
cars to set the brakes. 

In support of this theory, says the 
Truckee Republican, Kingslev's hat 
was picked up alongside the track in 
the low sheds a little over a mile below 
the Summit. At this point there are 
signs of blood and brains on the low 
timbers of the shed. The blow struck 
Kingsley on the back of the head, cut- 
ting off the upper portion as cleanly 
as if done with a knife. Had he been 
killed in the wreck, his head would 
bave been crushed, not cut. 

Said a railroad man: “I know 
‘Yank’ Kingsley well enough to know 
that he wasn’talive atthe wreck. He 
would have stopped that train before 
it reached Cascade if he had been alive 
to do it. He was lv ing dead on top of the 
train when the crash came.
